Resolving a conflict of decisions in the circuits, the Supreme 
Court has declared, by the Chief Justice, that an insurance company 
may ^ br i ng s'jjjjt; in tte the To$r Claim! Act upon a 

claim to it ®s become subrogated by payment. 

With reference to the anti-assignment statute, 31 U.S.C.A. 

S 203, the court said that all assignments by operation of law are 
exempt from the prohibition of the statute, including cases wnich 
may involve the government in procedural and administrative diffi- 
culties, and tnat the statute is inapplicable to subrogees. 

Mr. Justice Black dissented. 
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
